Before 
that  he  had  spent  a  year  or  so  breaking  up 
sidewalks  for  the  City  of  Berkeley,  and  before 
that  he  had  been  a  career  postal  clerk. 

Although  a  likeable  fellow,  his  friend  refers 
to  him  as  given  to  an  almost  arrogant  sort  of 
disinterest  in  other  points  of  view  than  his  own, 
which  probably  accounts  for  the  narrow  margin 
by  which  he  was  just  elected  Chairman  of  the 
KPFA  unit  of  NABET.  He  was  awarded  an 
A.B.  at  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley 
around  1960,  with  a  major  in  English.  His  musi- 
cal education  is  generally  self-taught. 

Mr.  Shere  was  born  in  Berkeley  in  1935.  In 
his  spare  time  he  would  like  to  compose,  paint, 
and  devote  some  attention  to  his  family:  a  most 
attractive  and  long-suffering  wife,  two  daught- 
ers, and  a  son.
